JOHN BOWMAN’S CARD. 

In a card published in the Journal 
this morning District Attorney Bow- 
man informs the public that, in the 
future, he intends to discharge the 
duties of his office in accordance with 
law. Mr. Bowman’s announcement 
cannot failto be as pleasing to the 
public as it is to the Gazrriz. We 
congratulate him on his good resolu- 
tions, and hope that he may hereafter 
both perform his duty faithfully and 
acquire that knowledge of law so de- 
sirable in a District Attorney. 

Mr. Bowman admits that he inter- 
fered to prevent the publication of testi- 
mony takenintheexamination of Gray. 
It is the custom of newspapers every- 
where to publish evidence in such 

cases. The public have the right te 
such news, and the publication of the 
tacts in such afcase is often a matter of 
justice to the prisoner, and prevents 
rather than creates prejudices. Every 
citizen has a right to read the records 
of the Justice’s Court, which include 
the testimony in the Gray case. The 
newspaper represents the collective 
rights of its subscribers in such acase, 
and District Attorney Bowman’s ac- 
tion in the matter under review was 
not only arbſti ary and unjust, but also 
illegal. 

Mr. Bowman states that he was jun- 
fluenced by highly virtuous motives 
in trying to su ppress the news. But 
ta those who are familiar with his 
record other and less praisworthy rea- 
sons than those he gives would be aptto 
suggest themselves as having influenc- 
ed his conduct. In addition to the 
legitimate fees of the office there 
can be money made by the District 
Attorney. Men will sometimes pay 

good fround sums of money to es- 
cape from the clutches of the law. 
Though the hand of the District At- 
torney held an offender with never so 
firm a grasp it is possible that a little 
gold vintment rubbed on his knuckles 
might have a tendency to relax his 
hold. : 

It would not be to the interest of a 
dishonest District Attorney to have 
published the evidence taken in pre- 
liminary examinations. It might give 
rise to ugly rumors should notorious 
offenders escape justice through a de- 
fective indictment or be released be- 
cause the District Attorney could not 
find it in his pocket to prosecute. 
Had the evidence been published in 
the Sam Lee case, the Bloch case, and 
in the case of the Steamboat Ditch 
Company, they might each have had 
a different termination. 4 

The District Attorney is quite right 
in supposing that every intelligent 
man in this county reads the GazETrTE. 
We should have been pleased to have 
published his card and thus have 


given everyone interested an oppor- 


tunity te see his defense, lame and 
impotent though it is. Should Mr. 
Bowman adhere to his good resolu- 
tions and enter upon the line of cen- 
duct indicated in his card, the GazETTE 
will at all times support him in the 
faithfal performance of his duty. 


MAILING LETTERS. 


An important ruling has recently 
been made by the Postoffice depart- 
ment, and it is highly desirable that 
it should be clearly understood by the 
public. In mailing letters to a per- 
son who lives in a place where 
there is no postoffice, theyname of the 
postoffice nearest that plece must be 
added to the address. Letters not 
‘bearing the address of a place where 
there is a postoffice will be sent to the 
Dead Letter office. The name of the 
county and state should always be 
written on the envelope te insure a 
safe delivery. If the address is not 
entirely defizite, the postmasters are 
instructed to forward the letter to the 
Dad Letter office. Should the en- 
velepe bear the name of the sender 
the letter will be returned to him for 
hetter direction,. Thus it is desirable 
for business men to have their imprint 
on the envelopes they use. Then in 

‘misdirected epistles are killed, 80 to 
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reoted to the State University of Cali- 
fornia, East Oakland, California: Mud 
Springs, El Dorado county, California 
or to any locality not a Postoffice, is 
unmailable, and must be sent at once 
to the Dead Letter Office. A letter 
directed to Sacramento, Nevada; or to 
Virginia City, Cal., or to either of 
these places with the State omitted, 
is unmailable and must be sent to the 
Dead Letter Office. The reason assigned 
for this is that there are six Postoffices, 
each in‘a difterent State, by the name of 
Sacramento, but no Postoffice of that 


ame in Nevada. Consequently it is 


hard for a Postmaster to determine 
whether the letter should be sent to 
Illinois, Kentucky, Missouri, Nebras- 
ka, Pennsylvania or California. The 
same reason hulds good when applied 
to Virginia City. There are seven 
Postotiices called Philadelphia, three 
New York, eight Cincinnati, fifteen 
Louisville, four Chicago, and four St. 
Louis. There is only one in the Unit- 
ed States called San Francisco, conse- 
quently mail matter directed to San 
Francisco is not likelyto be sent to 
the Dead Letter Office, as a Postmas- 
ter can complete the address with 
safety. It may not, however, be long 
before there may be several Postoffi- 
ices by the name of San Francisco in 
other States or Territories.” 

The order of the Postmaster-Gener- 
al, of September 20, establishing this 
new practice, concludes as follows: “It 
is believed that the temporary incon- 
venience which may arise from a strict 
enforcement of this ruling will be more 
than compensated for by the increased 
certainty of the delivery of the matter 
to its destination.“ 


EDITORIA L NOTES. 


The Chicago Field lately had a 
“oun trial, to throw light on some 
vexed questious in regard to the load- 
ing of guns. The tests were made 
with breech loaders.

The Sheriff of Mendociao county 
and Wells, Fargo & Co., offer a com- 
bined reward of six Hundred dollars 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
three murderers of Dollard and 
Wright. The murdered mea were 
shot near Mendocino city last Au- 
gust while attempting the arrest of 
the three men for whose capture the 
reward is offered. It is now positive- 
ly known that the parties who com- 
mitted the murder were banded to- 


gether for the purpose of robbery, one

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The Heavene ia November. 
This is the month for meteors, 
From this date until the sixteenth an 
unusual number may be looked for. 
Mars is now evening star. His oppo- 
sition occurred yesterday, andl he is 
nearer the earth than he has been for 


the past two years. The great tele- 
scopes of the observatories are now 
nightly directed on Mars in search of 
the two tiny satellites that were dis- 
covered two years ago. Mars now 
rises at sunset and may easily be dis- 
tinguished by his magnitude, and by 
his reddish light. The Pleiades shine 
just above him, sparkling like dia- 
monds, whiie below in the brilliant 
cluster of the minute Hyades, twink- 
les the large red star Aldebaran. 
High up in the heavens at sunset Ju- 
piter is still shining, though with di- 
minished light. Between Mars and 
Jupiter, Saturn now climbs the east- 
ern sky, to be distinguished by the 
steadiness of his beams and by his 
pale yellow light. Seen threugh a 
powerful telescope his rings would 
now be clearly exhibited, thé spaces 
between them plainly shown.

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A Servicable Device. 
The locomotives on the mountains 
are pow all supplied with a steam 
brake which acts directly upon the 
drivers. It is at once simple and eff- 
ective and can be put on with suffi- 


cient force to slide the wheels on a 
dry rail. It is entirely distinct from 
the Westinghouse air brake. The de- 
vice consists of a cylinder attached to 
the side of tLe engine boiler, from 
which the piston runs down tc the 
two shoes which hang between the 
drivers. When steam is applied, the 
and presses the 
shoes against the wheels, on the princi- 
ple of the knee lever. When the 
steam is shut off the brake falls away 
from the wheels, of its own weight. 
It has beena great convenience and 
saved several large accidents and 
many a small one. 


Only a Slight Discrepancy. ; 
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A MODEL MILL. 
The Pacific Lumber and Wood Com- 
pany Rebuild on an Improved Plan. 


The saw mill at Clinton now ap- 
preaching completion, is probably the 
best job of the kind, take it all in all, 
ever put up on the Pacific Coast. In- 
stead of the shed-like building, which 
usually shelters the saw and the en- 
gine, with open ends and darkened 
sides, the machinery is enclosed in a 
| handsome two-story frame building 
165 feet long and 32 wide. Large 
glass windows give abundant light and 
the place is as comfortable as any fac- 
tory. The sides are covered with 
dressed lumber and the roof with 


a fireproof substancc supplied by the 
Califernia fire proof paint company. 
The buildings will all be tastefully 
painted, and when all completed 
would pass for a handsome college or 


a big boarding house. 
THE SAWS 
will run on cast steel arbors set ina 
gigantic double frame batted together 
in the space between the second flv or 
and the heavy self-supporting roof. 
The saws are double, one upper and 
one lower, each six feet in diameter, 
and revolve at the rate of 800 a min- 
ute. hey are of the celebrated 
Spauldiog make, and there will be no 
wabbling or side motion. The car- 
riage has every improvement. It is 
of the best Oregon pine. The logs 
are hauled up from the river on a 
heavy truck running on a railroad 
track which extends into the water 20 
feet. The truck runs down under 
water and the logs are floated over it. 
The carriage is hauled up by a big 
chais, and as it emerges from the 
water takes Mr. Log with it. Upon 
leaving the saw the slabs go to the 
right, the boards to the left. The 
former fall into the hands of the man 
at the lath machine, who cuts them 
up as close as they will go. The lum- 
ter goes on a large 
SELF FEEDING EDGER, 
where the bark is cut off and the sides 
squared. Between the edger and lath 
machine are 22 iron rellers, on which 
material can be moved from the saw 
to either machine or the cars. Two 
cut-off saws, 16 feet apart, swing 
across the track of the rollers so that 
lumber can be cut any desired length 
without extra handling. Four car 
tracks run from the side of the saw to 
a turu-table just inside the west en- 
trance. All the switches and the 
turn-table itself will thus be protect- 
ed from snow. Onthe ground floor 
the west end will be devoted te the 
factory for a space of 60 feet. Next 
will be the engine room, 16x40 feet. 
The engine is the one used in the old 
mill before the fire, and is refitted as 
good asnew. The cylinder is 20x24, 
and is the 
MOST POWERFUL ON THE RIVER. 
The fly wheel is 12 feet in diameter 
with a 25 inch face. The main belt 
is 20 invhes wide and was made in 
Boston for the company. It is 5-ply. 
Three belts. will run from the main 
shaft, one to the saw, one to the edger 
and one to the main line of shafting. 
There will be 200 feet of shafting in 
the factory. The engine room is 
fitted with the best improvemeuts to 
be had. The engine is kept oiled by 
Tandem & Bowen’s lubricator, a very 
delicate piece of automatic machinery. 
The boilers are fed by Hancock’s in- 
spirator, which works something like 
an injector, but is more reliable and 
simple. The boilers are supplied 
with gauges and gauge glasses, a fine 
whistle, etc? They are in a separate 
house, 24x54, built of dressed lumber, 
the same as the mill. The two boil- 
ars are 16 teet long and 54 inches in 
diameter. An immense st ck, 4 feet 
across, surmounted with a huge wire 
screen bonnet, rises 75 feet high. 


THE FUEL 
used is mostly sawdust, which is car- 
ried in elevator buckets running in a 
long box from the saw to the furnace 
door. The work of dressing the lum- 
ber and most of the machinery, as 


well as sawing out .the pulleys, etc., 
is done ina little shop, 20x40, built 
under the dam, the power to run the 
machinery being furnished by a lar, 

undershot wheel. As soon as the 
work of rebuilding began the company 
bought a l lathe costing $1000, a 
planing machine, band saw, trimming 
saw, etc., which have done excellent 


selves already. When the main build- 
ing is ready for business all but the 
lathe will go into the factory, and the 
tittle shop will be used for doing iron 
work. e Pacific lumber and wood 
company is owned by F. Burkhalter 
of Truckee, J. D. Lord of Sacramento, 
H. W. Bragg and G. N. Folsom of 
Clinton. The new mill has been 
built on the plans and under the su- 
pervisien of Mr. Bragg. who divides 
the credit with C. E. berson, who 
carried out the work and set up the 
machinery. —
